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Introduction 


This volume contains a description and analysis of the table medals issued within the Austro-Hungarian Em- 
pire. The period covered is the reign of Franz Joseph I from 1907 to 1915. This will include medals issued by 
entities other than the central Austro-Hungarian governments so long as they are directly related to the military 
mission of the government. The material covered in this volume will include order related table medals and ta- 
ble medals issued by the central government for a wide range of reasons. Thus the reader can expect to find in- 
formation within this volume on the following subjects:

Reason Issued: To commemorate the third Bohemian shooting club competition held in Teplitz in 1907

Interesting Facts: 


e The first shooting festival in Bohemia was held in 1894, the second in Karlsbad in 1899 and the third in 
Tepllitz in 1907. 


e Archduke Franz Ferdinand the proprietor of the Bohemian shoot was the heir presumptive to the Austrian 
throne when this medal was struck. His assassination on June 28, 1914 in Sarajevo was the event that set 
in motion actions that led to World War I. 

e This medal was also issued in a wearable version.

Design: A round medal with raised rim 

Obverse: Inside a raised rim is the forward facing image of Archduke Franz Ferdinand in civilian dress. 

Around the upper half of the image is the following text: ERZHERZOG FRANZ FERDINAND PRO- 

TECTOR. Translation: Archduke Franz Ferdinand Patron. 

Reverse: Inside a slightly raised rim, on the viewers right is the image of a Landsknecht warrior from the 

past facing out and holding a flag in his right hand and a rifle in his left. To the viewers left of the image of 

the soldier is an inscription in nine lines as follows: III./ LANDS-/ SCHIESSEN / DES/ VERBANDES/ 

DEUTCHER SCHUTZEN / INBOHEMEN/ TEPLITZ/ 1907. Trans- : —_

Reason Issued: To commemorate the third Austrian-Silesian state shoot in Freudenthal in 1907

Interesting Facts: 

e The first Silesian state shoot took place in Troppau in 1902, the 2nd Salesian shoot took place in 1904 in 
Wagstadt, the third Silesian State Shoot was held in Freudenthal in 1907, the forth Silesian State Shoot 
was held in Jesenik in 1911 and the fifth Silesian State Shoot was held in Jaegerndorf in 1913. There was 
also anAustro-Silesian Shooting Association shoot held in 1910. 

e Archduke Eugen of Austria-Teschen was an Archduke of Austria and a Prince of Hungary and Bohemia. 
He was the last Grand Master of the Teutonic Knights from the Habsburg dynasty. At the time this medal 
was struck he was a full general in the Austrian army.

Design: A round medal with a slightly raised rim 

Obverse: Inside a slightly raised rim is the image of Archduke Eugen the uniform of a full general and 

wearing the insignia of the Hoch und Deutchmeister facing to the viewers right. Around the upper half of the 

image is the following text: PROTECTOR ERZHERZOG EUGEN. Translation: Patron Archduke Eugen. 

Next to his shoulder in small letters is the name of the medalist. H. SCHAFER 

Reverse: Inside a slightly raised rim, at the top of the medal is the coat of arms of Freudenthal. Below the 

coat of arms on the viewers left is an oak bough and on the right a laurel bough. On the lower half of the 

medal between the boughs is an inscription in six lines as follows: Il. ORESTERR./ SCHLESISCHES / 

LANDESSCHIESSEN / IN/ FREUDENTHAL/ 15-25. AUG/ 1907. Translation: Third Austrian Silesian 

State Defense Force shoot in Freudenthal August 15-25, 1907.

Obverse: A scene with citizens in dress clothes presenting a victors wreath to Franz Joseph with St. Steph- 
an's Cathedral in the background. Around the upper half of the image is the following text: KAISER- JUBI- 
LEUMS u VI OESTERR. BUNDESSCHIESSEN WIEN 1908. Translation: Emperor Jubilee and sixth 
Austrian national shooting match Vienna 1908. At the bottom of the medal is a shield with a coat of arms 
with the dates 1848 1908 on either side. Near the edge of the medal at the five o’clock position in small let- 
ters is the name of the designer: HANS SCHAEFER 


Reverse: A scene with citizens in dress clothes receiving a victors wreath and chalice from Austria in the 
form of the goddess Vindobina with flags in the background. Near the bottom edge of the medal is a shoot- 
ing target with a floral vine. At the viewers upper left at the 10 o’clock position is the following text: 28

e This same style medal was also awarded for those regiments intended for mountain service in Bozen 1909, 
in Innichen in 1910 and in Trento in 1914,

Design: An oval medal with a beaded edge decoration 

Obverse: At the top of the medal on a plain background is the bust of Franz Joseph facing to the viewers 

right. Below the bust is an inscription in five lines which reads: PREISSCHIESSEN / DER FUR DEN/ 

GEBIRGSDIENST /BESTIMMTEN / REGIMENTER. Translation: Shooting Prize for those regiments 

intended for mountain service. Around the edge of the medal is a fine beaded decoration: At the top of the 

medal is a decoration composed of laurel leaves on which is superimposed the monogram FJI. 

Reverse: On a plain background near the bottom of the medal is an inscription in two lines which reads 

TORBOLE / 1908. Below this inscription at the six o’clock position is the name of the designer, GUR- 

SCHNER. (Gustav von Gurschner). Around the edge of the medal is a fine beaded decoration: At the top of 

the medal is a decoration composed of laurel leaves on which is superimposed the monogram FJI.

Obverse: The portraits of Franz Joseph as he appeared in 1848 on the viewers left and as he looked in 1908 

on the right. Above his busts is the imperial crown with the date 1848 on the viewers left and 1908 on the 

right. Below the busts is an inscription in three lines which reads: REGIERUNGS - JUBILAUMS / SR. 

MAJESTAT KAISER / FRANZ JOSEF I. Translation: Jubilee of the reign of the his majesty the Emperor 

Franz Joseph I. Around the upper two thirds of the medal starting at the eight o’clock position and ending at 

the four o’clock position is an inscription as follows: KAISER JUBILAUMS SCHIESSEN ZUR FEIER 

DES 60 JAHRIGEN. Translation: Shoot to celebrate the 60th Emperor anniversary jubilee. 

Reverse: The city goddess of Bolzono with a sword in her right hand and the imperial crown in her left. On 

either side of her are eagles. The Hapsburg imperial eagle is on the viewers right with an orb in one talon 

and a sword in the other side is the Tyrol eagle crowned with a victors wreath and with a rifle in its talons on 

the left. Below the goddess is the coat of arms of Bozen. Around the tableau is inscribed starting at the eight 

o’clock position and ending at the four o’clock position is the following inscription: AM K.u.K. 

HAUPTSCHIESSTANDE ERZHERZOG EUGEN IN BOZEN with the following portion of the inscrip- 

tion reversed VOM 20 APRIL—4 MAT 1908. Translation: On the Imperial and Royal shoot at the Imperial 

and Royal main shooting range Archduke Eugen in Bozen from April 20, to May 4, 1908.

The 
first was to commemorate the 25th anniversary of the reign of Emperor Franz Joseph and the second to com- 
memorate the 60th anniversary of his reign. There was another Vienna defense force shooting festival in 
1911. However it may not have been the same defense force. 

e The defense society informal name was the Tell Rifle Club. 

Hallmarks: None known 

Design: A round medal with raised rim 

Obverse: Inside the raised rim is a scene of members of the shooting society paying homage to the emperor 
who is seated on a throne with a scepter in his right hand. On the left edge of the medal is the name of the 
medalist A ZACH. 

Reverse: Inside the raised rim in the center of the medal is a view of the city center of Vienna with the suns 
rays upon it featuring the St. Stephen’s Cathedral. Above the image of the city are two dates 1848-1908. 
Around this image is a raised stylized frame. At the bottom of the frame in a separate raised circle is a cross 
with the word TELL superimposed on the horizontal arm. Around this circle is a wreath of laurel leaves. 
Between the frame outlining the city of Vienna and the edge of the medal starting at the seven o’clock posi- 
tion and ending at the five o’clock position is inscribed: 60. JAHRIGES . REGIERUNGS . JUBI- 
LAUMS. SCHIESSEN .D.I. WR.. SCHUTZENGES. Translation: 60 years of the reign jubilee shoot of 
the Vienna Guardian Angels.

Obverse: Inside the raised rim in the center of the medal, on a plain field is bust of the emperor facing to the 
viewers right in a field marshals uniform with decoration including the Order of the Golden Fleece and 
wearing an overcoat. Behind his neck is the date 1848 and in front of his chin is the date 1908. Around the 
medal on a raised area is a two part inscription. The upper part starts at the 11 o’clock position and ends at 
the two o’clock position. It reads Kaiser Franz Josef 1. The bottom inscription starts at the nine o'clock po- 
sition and ends at the three o’clock position and reads as follows Jubilaums —und Landesfest Schiessen. 
Translation: Jubilee and National Festival Shoot. The two parts of the inscription are separated by asterisks 
Reverse: Inside the raised rim in the center of the medal is a view of the city center of Bregenz. Around the 
medal on a raised area is an inscription. The inscription reads clockwise starting at the seven o'clock position 
as follows. K. k. Landeshaupt schiessstand Bregenz. Kaiser Franz Josef 1. Translation: Imperial and 
Royal shooting range Bregenz Emperor Franz Joseph I. At the bottom of the medal at the six 0’clock posi- 
tion is inscribed Bregenz.B. At the bottom of the image of the city in the six o'clock position above the in- 
scription is the name of the medalist: CHRISTLBAUER WIEN
